A Church ill Flume*. 


The Centennial Presbyterian Church of 


Jeffersonvillc, two miles west of Norristown, 
of which llev. W. C. llendrickson was paslor 
from 188G until 1890, was destroyed by fire 
on last Saturday morning; tho flames were 
discovered pouring through the slale roof by 
the pastoi, Rev. F. W. Beidler, who gave 
the alarm. The stone tower containing the 
large bell, mounted by a spire ICO feet high 
served as a flue for the flames and smoke. 
A wheelman was dispatched to Norristown 
to notify the fire dep^rtmeKl, but the firemen 
arxivod too late to savt the building. The 
pretty substantial stone church and sabbath 
school room attached with their contents 
vere entirely destroyed, leaving nothing but 
the bs.re stone walls standing. 
The church 


was erected in 1876; from this fact the church 
derived its name "Centennial." 


It was a massive stone structure; the 


auditorium had a seating capacity for six 
hundred, ihe Sunday School room three 
huadred. The parsonage built during the 
pastorate of Mr. Hendrickson costing $5,000, 
•with the sheds in the rear of the church was 
s»red.' The cost of the church was $28,000, 
with recer- improvements $30,000, with an 
insurance of $5,000, making the total loss 
$25,000.

According lo his calculation, (he total pro- 
uction of wheat in the state this year is 
renty million bushels 
Tha advance comes

he highest prices for grain ate attained long 
ter the agriculturist has disposed of his 
leld. 
Secretary Edge says : 
"With the present figures as a basis the 


net gain in values to the farmers of Penn 
sylvauia by reason of the great advance in 
the price of wheat is simply enormous, and 
the effect will be felt in all channels of Iradi 
for a long time to come. The country store 
keepers report a stimulus that had not been 
experienced during the past six years, and 
as the prices of corn, oals, rye and potatoes 
also promise to respond to the advance made 
by wheat, the general outlook is more en- 
couraging than for a number of years.

is safe to predict that farms will bring better 
prices this fall, and that the courthouse

mortgages and judgments «n 


agricultural land and a decreased demand 
for loans on the part of farmers." 


A Alaiila for Burning Clinrchni. 


A dispatch 
from Ambler, Montgomery 


county, says: The church incendiary is 
again at, work in this vicinity. 
Within two 


or three years past several churches have 
been burned in the lower end of Montgom- 
ery county, among which were the Metho- 
dist Church at Willow Grove, the Abington 
and Centennial Presbyterian Churches, and 
the Methodist Church at Simpson Grove. 
Efforts were also made to fire Zion Lutheran 
Church, White Marsh. The details of the 
attempt to fire the Edge Hill Presbyterian 
Church last Saturday evening show that the 
outrage came very near being a success. Dr. 
Godshall, who lives opposite the church, re- 
tired late and noticed a bright light in the 
basement of the building. 
An alarm was 


given and the flames extinguished,

found that coal oil had been sprinkled over 
the carpets and furniture.

tained is about $100. The church was erec- 
ted two years ago at a cost of $12,000. The 
same night an attempt was made to burn the 
Baptist Church at Edge Hill. Some one 
passing late at night discovered a flame in 
the audience room and gave the alarm. The 
pulpit Bible was consumed and the furni- 
ture slightly damaged.

The Triennial Assessment. 


The triennial assessment will be made this 


year at tha same time in all parts of Penn- 
sylvania, -ror the first time in the history of 
the State. 


The Commissioners' Clerks in the various 


counties are already making preparations for 
it, and a beginning will be made iu Septem- 
ber. 


The law to secure this uniform assessment 


was approved April 20, and provides that 
the Commissioners of the counties shall issue 
precepts to make the assessment on or before 
the second Monday of September; and the 
Assessors are required to complete the as- 
sessment and to make return not later than 
the 31st day of December, and triennially 
thereafter. 


The triennial assessment is of great impor- 


tance to taxpayers. 
It affords an opportun- 


ity to correct errors that have arisen during 
the course of the three years since the lost 
valuation was made. 
Remarkable inequali- 


ties are often discovered that require to be 
remedied, in the interest of justice and fair 
play, and it should be the aim of the asses- 
sor to provide such redress for them as is 
needed.

master of the school, has charge of the his- 
tory, and elementary branches of agricul- 
ture ; Harry S. Strothers, the farmer, looks 
after the practical work in the fields. 


Dr. Louis Mansbaeh, of Philadelphia, has 


consented to take charge of the department 
of veterinary science, and Dr. Edwin Heller, 
also of that city, will give instruction as to 
the apiary. Both will visit the Farm School 
at regular times and deliver lectures on 
their respective subjects.

has been appointed Assistant Secretary of 
the Farm School. 


The Rev. Dr. Joseph Krauskopf, founder 


and President of the school, has been spend- 
ing much of his time this summer at the 
farm, and expresses himself as much pleased 
with the progress made, and with the general 
interest manifested in (Jie institution.

T.'io industrial depression togiuuing 
with 1878 contiuned six years, the irn 
mifjration dropping down year by year 
till 1879, when it reached tho low fig 
nr< < of 177,829. Then, the hard times 
being over, it started np again. Tho 
story is repeated in our present indns 
trial depression, The Baring failure o: 
November, 1890, was tho real begin 
ning of the present hard times. We fel 
it Hlightly in 1891 aud 1893, and in 
18:)8 the ora.'ih came that tumbled al 
things together. It is noticeable in onr 
financial history that it usually takes 
six years for the country to recover from 
n business panic. Oouutiug from 1891, 
as the real beginning of the business dig 
turbanoe, we have now had six years o 
hard times, and it is to be expectec 
that we shall climb up and out again. 
Immigration follows exactly the fizian 
cial thermometer. Just as it reached 
its lowest figure in 1879, the sixth and 
lasr, year of the depression following 
the crash of 1873, so it reached its low- 
est figure, during the present hard times 
for tho year ending Jnna 80, 1897, tho 
sixth year after the real business dis- 
turbance, begun. 


For this last fiscal year only 230,832 


immigrants came to onr shores. Next 
season, however, we may look for an in- 
crease. Prosperity has alighted upon 
onr shores again. Europe is not yet 
done dumping her poor upon us. She 
raises them faster than we can find 
place for them. 


IPunire of Turk aud 


Stroiif; people are honest and sincere; 


weak ones are treacherous. It is as true 
of nations as of individuals, a factstrik- 
ngly illustrated by Turkey of today. 


Profohaor W. M. Ramsay of Aberdeen 


university, who lived in Turkey, Euro- 
jean ami Asiatic, for 12 years, haswrit- 
;en a liook concerning his experiences 
and observations. It gives more bottom 
facts as to the sultan's people of today 
than can be found in auy other one vol- 
ume. He represents the Turks as a de- 
generate race. In tho Turkish villages 
the women of the common people are 
poor, wfak and inferior in mind and 
body. Such as they cannot be the moth- 
ers of a bravo, intellectual people. In 
the Grnek villages exactly the reverse 
was found by Kamsay. "The Greek wo- 
men struck me as being bettor and mor- 
ally higher than tho men, good and 
physically well developed." In a degen- 
erate and decaying race the women aio 
always weak aud inferior in body and 
mind. In a strong, progressive race the 
women are superior. 


Professor Kamsay says the Asiatic 


Greeks are tho coming race of Asia 
Minor. "The steady, inexorable, irre- 
sistible spread of European, and mainly 
Greek, influence in the western parts of 
Asia Minor is by far the moat striking 
fact in modern Turkey. The Asiatic 
Greeks have tho future in their own 
hands." Tho Armenians the professor 
does not think much of, for all that 
they have been so applauded. Two hun- 
dred thousand of them have been mas- 
sacred and they "will in all probability 
bo exterminated," he writes with the 
utmost coolness. The "Mohammedan 
revival," of which so much has been 
heard, is produced by the killing off of 
those opposed to Mohammedanism, an 
easy aud effectual way of converting in- 
fidels. The Turkish political question 
Mr. Ramsay well calls "the eastern 
bungle," and ho wonders whether the 
British officials charged with the man- 
agement of it are chosen for their power 
of misunderstanding or their skill in 
misrepresenting the real points at issue. 
Professor Ramsay is plain spoken. 


Another specimen of his ability to 


speak out is his bold statement that 
since 1883 the efforts of the sultan to 
stein the tide of civilization in Turkey 
have hud the support of Germany. 


.Tnneau, Alaska, is a town on tho 


const where vessels from Pacific ports 
land on tho route to tha goldfiolds. 
From Jnuea'n passengers and freight 
am carried by smaller stoamera up a 
narrow inlet in the Alaskan coast called 
LA uii canal. At the head of Lynn canal 
is Dyea, Alaska. Lynn oamil is open all 
winter for navigation. Canada proposes 
to construct a telegraph line from Dyea 
to the Klondike goldfields. A small 
portion of this line, some 15 to 30 
miles, will be through Alaskan terri- 
tory. Canada agrees to build 'the whole 
line from tho head of Lynn canal 
through to the goldfields. 
The United 


States ought, however, to construct that 
portion in onr own territory. In addi- 
tion to tho telegraph Canada will es- 
tablish along its line shelter stations 
and regular travel by dog sleighs. 


The great traffic between Europe and 


America is still increasing rapidly, as 
is shown by the new steamers put upon 
tho Atlantic every year. The latest line 
projected is one, that will send vessels, 
swift and large ones, from New York 
direct to London. These ships will 
carry cone but cabin passengers. There 
is this to be remembered, however— 
great as the traffic between Europe aud 
America is and may be, it will never 
equal that of onr wonderful Pacific 
coast with Asia, the south sea islands 
and along the whole western American 
shore line from Alaska to Patagonia. It 
is there the future development of the 
United States lies. 


While the claim used to be made that 


it cost $300 to $400 a ton to manufac- 
ture steel armor plate for naval vessels, 
it in interesting to note that Mr. J. H.

vored spot wherein to oomruenoe house- 
keeping and found a colony, for these in- 
seots, like their cousin, tho bonuyboe, 
live in colonies consisting of three classes, 
or castes—drones, 
or 
mules, 
queens, 


or females, and workers. 
When our big 


queen has at last discovered a satisfactory 
building site, usually a deserted mouse 
hole, she cleans it of all rubbish und litter 
and places within a ball of pollen, in whioh 
she lays her eggs. Tho young grubs hatch 
out possessed with enormous appetites 
and, feeding on tho pollen, eat into it in 
all directions. At last, when fully grown 
and their oravingfor food is satisfied, they 
epin cocoons of silk in the remains of the 
pollen and change to pupa. 
Whilo her 


family is thus sleeping quietly within 
their silken colls the old queen is con- 
stantly at work building up and strength- 
ening the cocoons with wax. 


Finally, their sleep being over, the pu- 


pa oases burst, and the young bees come 
forth in all their glory of black and golden 
lisery and gauzy wings. 


The first brood consists entirely of 


workers, who immediately fall to and ro- 
liovo their tirod mother queen of all work 
and duties with the exception of laying 
eggs. They fly hither and thither, always 
busy and 
industrious, now plunging 


info the opntor of a gorgeous hollyhock 
or'a sunny dandelion, or buzzing about 
among tho modest daisies, or diving head 
first into some sweet scented, aristocratic 
lily or rose, always emerging from their 
quest for honey covered with tho golden 
dust of pollen. 
The houey and the pollen 


thus gathered are stored away and tho 
eggs laid in the wnxen cells from which 
the workers issued, and the next brond, 
composed of drones and young queens, 
feed upon this store of nectar.

The Grand Banks. 


Gustav Kobbe writes an article, entitled 


"On the Grand Banks and Elsewhere, "for 
St. Nicholas. 
Mr. Kobbe says: 


The Grand banks of Newfoundland are 


the great fishing ground on this side of 
the Atlantic. Other fishing grounds near 
thefee are Western bank and Quiro, but all 
the year round you will see vessels on the 
grand banks. If you ha-e ever crossed the 
ocean on a swift liner, you will have no- 
ticed that when about two days ont you 
ran Into a chilly fog. 
You wero off Cape 


Baoe, N. F., crossing the banks. It is 
usually cold and foggy there, and in win- 
ter frequent gales and snowstorms odd to 
the dreariness and danger. 


Western bank is near Sable Island, a 


long sandbar oft the coast of Nova Scotia, 
and an ocean graveyard, literally strewn 
with wrecks. 
The English government 


placed a flock of sheep there because there 
had been instances of sailors wrecked on 
the Island starving to death, but the sheep 
died. The island was too barren even for 
them. A herd of ponies was tried, and 
these hardy creatures flourished, but be- 
came In time so wild as to be unapproach- 
able, and a shipwrecked sailor hardly has 
the strength to scamper after a wild pony. 
Now, however, there are several light- 
houses and life saving stations on the is- 
land, and in the spring innumerable gulls 
nest in the sand and lay their eggs. 
In 


May It is not unusual for dories belonging 
to the Western bank fleet to get lost—at 
least for awhile, for the gulls' eggs are 
good eating during that month. I once 
asked an old fisherman if he had ever been 
on Snble island. He told me he had land- 
ed there once when he'd been lost In a 
dory. 


"How did you get lost?" I asked. 
"On purpose, I guess," he answered. 
Needless to say it had been in May. 


Over One Thousand Species of the Wild 


Flower Known to Botanists. 


Tho antiquity of the rose is so groat that 


all account of its origin has been lost. 
It 


Is not mentioned in tho Biblical writings 
earlier than the reign of Solomon, but th« 
allusion to it thon made is such as to In- 
dicate that the flower had already long 
been known, for tlio essence of roses waa 
extensively used in Jeiusalem and Judajo, 
during tho reign of the luxurious and 
much married king. 
In Egypt the rose Is 


depleted on a number of very early monu- 
ments, believed to date from 3000 to 3500 
B.^C., and in the tomb of an Egyptian 


Egypt, several hormotically'"se»led"<vta'is 
were found whioh whon opened contained 
genuine attar of roses, so that the modern 
claims for the discovery of this delicious 
perfume are vuiu. 


Rose water, or the essence of roses, is 


mentioned 
by Homer In the "Iliad." 


Homer and Solomon wore nearly contem- 
poraneous. Both the Greeks and Hebrews 
probably borrowed the idea of its manu- 
facture from the Egyptians, and these, for 
aught anybody can tell, may have had It 
from the IndLics or from the Chinese, for 
the latter claim for each of their discover- 
ies and inventions a most marvelous, not 
to say incredible, antiquity. 
Tho rose is 


one of those flowers which by the people 
of every land are taken for granted as so 
well known as to need no description, and 
hardly mention, for it is a singular fact 
that every continent on tho globe, with the 
solitary exception of Australia, produces 
wild roses. 
Even the frozen regions of 


the north, where the summer lasts but two 
or three montbf and is at best a season 
whioh may bo described nsvery late in the 
fall, produce their wild roses, and travelers 
through Greenland, Kamchatka and north- 
ern Siberia found in the proper season an 
abundance of blossoms, while the crews o 
whaling vessels which call at Spitzbergen 
come off shore with bouquets of the native 
Spltzhcrgen rose. 
All wild roses are no 


of the sume kind, for there are over 1,000 
species of the wild rose known to botan 
ists, and the varieties are innumerable.— 
St. Louis Globe-Democrat.
